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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "1" and "7" have both been used to designate the fuel cell 
aggregate. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 
Content of Specification

G) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p).

It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 


3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the following minor 
informality: the phrase "Fig. 1" at the end of the abstract. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 


4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

i. According to 35 U.S.C. 120, all continuing data should be 
mentioned in the first paragraph of the specification. 

ii. All prior art referenced in the Specification should be included in the 
Information Data Sheet. 

iii. It is recommended that the Specification contain headings such as 
the following: 

(1) Background of Invention 

(2) Summary of Invention 
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(3) Brief Description of Drawings 

(4) Detailed Description of Drawings 

iv. A number of typos and grammatical errors are present throughout 
the Specification. For example the phrase "it isaddionally possible" 
(paragraph [19]) should read "it is additionally possible." 

v. The reference character "X," as shown in Figures 1 and 2, is 
described as "a detail" (paragraph [22]), but is not further defined or 
discussed. 

Appropriate corrections are required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 4-14 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend upon another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated 
on the merits. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

6. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
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separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

7. The information disclosure statement filed on March 5, 2002 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; 
each non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all 
other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 15 provides for the use of a fuel-cell aggregate, but, since the claim does 
not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

10. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

11. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd, v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

13. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kumar et 
al. (5,248,566). 

With regard to claim 1 , Kumar et al. discloses: 

An apparatus (the system of Figure 2) for supplying current to auxiliary devices in 
rail vehicles (col. 2, lines 4-7), characterized by a fuel-cell aggregate (20, col. 4, line 6;

col. 5, lines 64-68) that is used independently of and decoupled from a primary power 
source (col. 2, lines 4-7). 

With regard to claim 2, no further structural limitations are recited. 

The manner of operating a device does not differentiate an apparatus claim from 
the prior art. A recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is 
intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structure limitations of the claim. See 
MPEP2114. 

Additionally, although Kumar et al. does not specifically disclose the use of a 
fuel-cell aggregate to supply current to auxiliary devices in the event of a current- supply 
cutoff, it is understood that the invention of Kumar et al. could be used to perform this 
task. 

With regard to claim 3, Kumar et al. further discloses: 

That the fuel-cell aggregate (20, col. 4, line 6; col. 5, lines 64-68) is operated with 
methanol as the primary energy carrier (col. 2, lines 36-40). 

Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Fuller (6,1 10,613), Baker (4,365,006), and Okamoto (5,837,393).
